To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  of  Wallsend  for  1972.  This  report  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security’s 
Circular  No.  1/73. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  Estimate  the  population  of 
Wallsend  rose  slightly,  the  figure  for  1972  was  46,070,  an  increase  of 
120  on  the  1971  figures.  The  Birth  Rate  has  decreased  to  14*8  per 
1,000  population  (17*4  in  1971)  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
remains  the  same,  i.e.  13  per  1,000  live  births  (still  below  the  national 
average).  The  Death  Rate  has  risen  very  slightly — 12-0  per  1,000 
Home  Population  (1 1  -4  in  1971). 

There  were  no  significant  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases, 
although  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles — 
74  in  1972  compared  with  22  in  1971. 

During  the  year  the  No.  7  Smoke  Control  Order,  1972,  was  made 
covering  an  area  of  59*32  acres  and  involving  510  properties. 

The  carrying  out  of  our  Slum  Clearance  Programme  was  stepped 
up  during  the  year  and  5  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and  3 
Clearance  Orders  were  made.  Rehousing  of  previous  Orders 
continued.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  RECORD— 1972 

SMOKE  FILTER  AND  VOLUMETRIC  SULPHUR  DIOXIDE 

APPARATUS 

One  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department  Office  in  July 
1954,  and  another  in  a  first  floor  store-room  at  the  14-storey  block 
of  maisonettes  at  Tarrington  Close,  Howdon,  in  July  1961.  This  is  in 
Wallsend’s  first  smoke  control  area.  During  each  period  of  24  hours 
not  less  than  60  cubic  feet  of  air  from  outside  the  building  is  drawn, 
by  means  of  a  small  electric  pump,  through  a  piece  of  white  filter 
paper  and  then  through  two  bubbling  tubes  containing  diluted 
hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are  trapped  on  the  filter  paper 
and  form  a  stain  which  varies  according  to  the  amount  of  tarry 
matter  and  other  combustible  matter  in  the  smoke  suspended  in  the 
atmosphere. 


By  using  a  smoke  stain  reflectometer  and  conversion  tables  the 
weight  of  material  filtered  from  the  atmosphere  is  calculated.  The 
amount  is  expressed  in  microgrammes  of  smoke  particles  per  cubic 
metre  of  air  (28-349  grammes  =  1  ounce:  1  microgramme  1 
millionth  of  a  gramme:  1  cubic  metre  ^  35-317  cubic  feet). 


Sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  reacts  with  the  hydrogen  peroxide  to 
form  dilute  sulphuric  acid  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated  daily 
by  titration  with  standard  alkali.  From  this  the  amount  of  sulphur 
dioxide  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  of  air  is  calculated.

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (INFECTIOUS  DISEASES) 

REGULATIONS,  1968 

Annual  Return  of  Food  Poisoning  Notification  (Corrected). 

No  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SECTION  47 

An  Order  was  made  in  pursuance  of  the  National  Assistance 
(Amendment)  Act,  1951,  and  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  for  the  removal  of  a  woman  who  was  aged,  infirm, 
physically  incapacitated,  unable  to  devote  to  herself,  and  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

This  woman  was  removed  to  Ward  14,  Preston  Hospital,  North 
Shields. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SECTION  50 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Section  for  the  interment  of  the  bodies  of 
2  males  and  2  females  who  died  in  Wallsend  and  for  whom  suitable 
provisions  for  burial  had  not  been  made. 

RIVERS  (PREVENTION  OF  POLLUTION)  ACT,  1951 

This  act  is  administered  by  the  Northumbrian  River  Authority. 

DISINFECTION/DISINFESTATION 

Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a  motor  van  for 
disinfection  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Town  Hall,  Wallsend. 

278  premises  were  dealt  with  and  in  addition,  58  lots  of  bedding 
and  234  blankets  were  dealt  with. 

Methods  employed  in  Disinfestation — Infested  households  were 
treated  with  insecticides  containing  Gammexane,  Malathion, 
Pybuthrin,  Fenitrothion  or  Diazinon. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  Corporation  provides  two  public  swimming  baths  available 
to  the  public  all  the  year  round,  for  swimmers  of  both  sexes.  The 
water  is  from  the  mains  supply  and  is  heated  and  maintained  at  a 
temperature  of  78-80°F.,  and  a  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination 
is  maintained,  so  that  there  is  a  complete  change  over  of  the  water 
every  4  hours  in  the  large  pool,  and  every  2  hours  in  the  small  pool. 
A  Patterson  Engineering  Co.  Chlorinator  and  a  United  Filter 
Engineering  Displacement  Doser  are  installed  in  the  large  and  small 
pool  respectively,  maintaining  a  free  chlorine  standard  of  1  to  2  parts 
per  million  of  the  water  which  is  the  sterilisation  standard  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Forty-four  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  from  each  of  the 
swimming  pools,  i.e.  the  Large  and  Small  Plunges,  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  with 
the  following  results;
